But lf 4he college boy really meant what he said, his apparently shocking 
statement Isn’t generally true of the larger body of campus youth. 
We have been treated, in recent years, to some rather terrible pictures 
of modern youth Jazzing its way to perdition. But. more lately, a halt has 
come to all that. This modern generation has been found to be no worse 
than any other; indeed, some authorities declare it to be morally sturdier 
than the generation in which they had their fling. 
A recent visitor to nearly one hundred colleges and universities, T. T. 
Brumbaugh, finds that, despite much indifference and abysmal ignorance, 
there are signs that the younger set is considerably interested in where 
it is going from here. 
“The world of science, and with it the college campus,” he writes in 
ZionN Herald <Methodist), “has become suddenly religious; not violently 
so. nor yet in any orthodox sense, to be sure, but in the search tor mean­ 
ing and purpose in life.” 
Evidence of this Is found in almost every one of the state and other 
non-sectarian campuses visited, where the writer found at least the be­ 
ginnings of a religious council in which were represented all the religious 
organizations active among students and faculty. Of these, we read; 
• The University of Pennsylvania experiment is perhaps the oldest 
and best known in this field, with its identification of all the Protes­ 
tant student religious workers in one Christian Association, which is 
neither Y. M. C. A nor Y. W. C. A , nor modeled after either. 
* Cornell University has a similar interfaith fellowship, with Barnes 
Hall on the campus as headquarters for not only the Protestants but 
the Jew’s and Catholics as well. 
’ The University of California at Los Angeles has an even closer 
integration of the active religious life of the school, and on the old 
campus the headquarters of the federation was Newman Hall, for­ 
merly operated exclusively by the Catholics, but later shared by them 
with all the other religious bodies. 
“At Michigan State College, in East Lansing, not only have the re­ 
ligious interests merged, but a great community church beside the 
campus serves the needs of the entire student body.”

ECZEMA IN INFANTS 
When an infant is affected with 
eczema the condition proves a trial 
to the child, parents and physician 
—to the latter because of the diffi­ 
culties establishing the cause of the 
eczema, and in treating it success­ 
fully. 
Eczema is, in the last analysis, a 
symptom rather than a disease, Be­ 
hind it may be any one of a number 
of causes, some of which are ill de­ 
fined. 
In the serious, that is, extensive 
and chronic forms of eczema in 
children, the proper procedure re­ 
quires that the child should be test­ 
ed for sensitiveness to certain of the 
food items in its diet. 
This is, at times, a long drawn 
out test, but essentially it is sim­ 
ple. 
In substance, the child’s skin is 
scratched and into it is placed an 
extract of the food tested. 
Sensi­ 
tiveness to the food is indicated by 
a red swelling which forms about 
the scratch. 
By eliminating the food or foods 
to which the child is found sensi­ 
tive it is at times relieved of its 
eczema. 
A condition resembling eczema is 
at times found on children in the 
region of the buttocks and over its 
diaper area. 
This condition is due 
to chafing of the skin and subse­ 
quent invasion of the chafed area by 
pus-producing germs. 
Treatment requires strict cleanli­ 
ness, thorough washing of diapers 
and protection of the affected areas 
until healing takes place. 
The affected area appears red and 
moist. It should be kept as dry as 
possible. 
Boric acid in the form of 
lotion, ointment, or dusting powder 
may be used to inhibit the further 
action of bacteria. 
As a general rule, all eczema af­ 
fected areas should be treated gent­ 
ly. The child should be restrained 
from scratching them.
